In preparing concrete Foundations, the introduction of lumps of unslaked lime must be care- 


fully avoided, as they swell and displace the pavement 


A good Foundation may also be prepared by laying an even layer of bricks, or if the Tile 





Pavement is to replace a Pa 





ment composed of flags or stones, these form an excellent foundation. 
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Wood Floors in upper stories may be readily replaced with Mosaic or Flooring Tiles, the 
Foundation being prepared by nailing fillets to joists at three inches from the upper surface, and 
the floor-boards sawn into short lengths, and fitted in between the joists upon the fillets ; 
conerete may then be filled in to quarter inch above the upper face of the joists, and faced with 
the coat of Cement before mentioned. The Tiles and Cement will occupy about the same space 
as the floor-boards they replace. 


Tiles should on no account be laid on boarded floors without the intervention of concrete, as 
the floor-boards are liable to spring and the Tiles will become loose within a few weeks of 
being laid, 


SUNK MATS. Spaces intended to be occupied with a sunk door-mat should be 


surrounded by an 134 inch Angle Iron about } inch thick, and the 
sunk place may be paved with plain Tiles. 


STEPS, I stses where Steps are requited to be tiled, a Slate or Marble Nosing, at least two 

+ inches wide, j inch thick, should be provided for the Tiles to finish against. 
In giving dimensions of spaces to be paved, the exact sizés of Risers and Treads of Steps 
should be given.

‘on the foundation, the cement should then be spread of the 





ht thickness within this space 
and levelled with a piece of wood, The Tiles, after having been thoroughly soaked in water, 





may be placed upon it and beaten down with a flat piece of wood to the level of the guides, 


the joints beng at the same time carefully regulated with a small trowel, 


The evenness of the surface should be occasionally tested with a Mason's straightedge of 
sufficient length to bear on the guides. 


‘The Tilefixer will haye to use his discretion in determining the portion of the pavement it 
will be most convenient to commence upon, but Working Plans are sent out by us showing 
correct arrangement, as a guide to the Fixer, In regularly formed space 





it will be best to lay 
a part of the general pattern across the whole width within the borders in the centre of the 
pavement. ‘The borders may then be laid to it, after which the general patterns may be 





completed within the borders. Care should be taken that the work is placed centrally

space, so as to avoid having a wider margin on one side than the other, ‘This can only be 
ensured by temporarily laying down a part of the pattern and ascertaining the exact spaces 


the Tiles occupy; the paving should then be proceeded with in every direction from the centre.
